I1 of Hussia to the Greud Duke haa besn
published in the “Transactions of the Koclesi-
astical Academy of Kieff.”

I bave been told by learned men that Egypt
at the time of her greatest prosperity excluded
all strapgers from her teriitory, and thereby
obtaived a repulation for political wisdom.
Follow this example. Like a good father,
protect your family against everything that
could injore it; see that no book, no newspa-
per, no caricature i8 introduced in Russis of
which yon do not approve. The people should
have no opinion bnt thet of their sovereign.
You ghould only allow & certain amount of
enlightenment to penetrate among youor snb-
jects, nove that could prove injurions either
to yourself or to them.

1t is impossible to govern according to your
own will a people that reasons,
~] advige you to establish a strict censorshi
in every custom house for books comiog fro
abroad. I could gqaote books which have dons
more harm to sovereigns than a battle or a lost
provinee.

Do not give people too much time for reflac-
tion. Nations are not created for this; they
ghould pmot be remsoners. Thers is nothiog
more difficult than to govern a ghople which
wautd a reason for evdruhing; he busineas
of the people 18 to work and be ailent,
